Tomorrow Niizht. 


REDUCE 
POLICE FORVE. 


Aholish Lig-lits 111 Front of Churches 
and Also Do Away With tlie 
Cemetery Fund. 


According 
to 
the 
programme 


mapped out, retrenchment is to be 


the watchw^ord at tomorrow night's 


session of the council. 
Some of 
the city fathers say that a curtail­ 
ment 
of 
expenses 
is 
absolutely 
necessary, and to that end they will 
endeavor to have steps taken to­ 
morrow night. 
A t present there are nine police­ 
men on the force and a city detec­ 
tive, the salary of each being $60 
a month. 
Councilman Brown, of the First 
ward, believes that seven men can 
look after the city's interests suffi­ 
ciently well for the present, and in 
conversation with a representative 
of the 
D e m o c r a t , yesterday, he 
stated that at the coming meeting 
an ordinance would be introduced 
abolishing 
the office of detective 
and reducing the police force to 
seven members. 
If the ordinance passes it will 
mean the 
shelving 
of 
Detective 
Turner, but what two policemen 
are to be dropped will likely cause 
some discussion. 
W hen the 
appointments 
were 
made the appointees labored under 
the belief that their positions were 
secure for a year, unless removed 
for cause, but it is now claimed 
that the force can be reduced 
as 
contemplated 
if 
five councilmen 
vote for the reduction ordinance, 
Mr. W . F. Hansberger, chair­ 
man of the finance committee, in 
conversation with a D e m o c r a t re­ 
porter last night, said he had not 
read the ordinance it was proposed 
to pass, but if its provisions were 
as stated, the dropping of the city 
detective and two policemen, 
he 
did not believe it would pass. 
Mr. Hansberger further 
stated 
that so far as he individually was 
concerned he was opposed to any 
step that would dispense with the 
services of Joseph Turner as city 
detective, because 
he 
considered 
him one of the very best men on 
the force. 
A s to how he stood regarding a 
reduction of the police forcp proper 
, he was non-committal, but 
it is 
" pretty safe to say that he has not 
promised anyone that he will vote 
in favor of cutting down the force. 
There was considerable uneasi­ 
ness among the members of the po­ 
lice force last night over the pros­ 
pective passage of the ordinance, 
and the outcome will be awaited 
w ith interest. 
The reduction of the police force 
is not all of the retrenchmeut that 
is booked 
for 
tomorrow 
night. 
Councilman Brown informed the 


D e m o c r a t that a resolution w^ould 
be introduced abolishing all of the 
incandescent lights in front of the 
churches that have been maintain­ 
ed at the city's expense. 
H o w the resolution will fare he 
does not know, but personally he 
favors it. The first of August, Mr. 
‘ Bro'wn says, the city will owe the 
' W ater company $20, 000 and the 
. l . i g h t company $5, 000. 
Besides 
/ this indebtedness 
there are bills 
outstanding aggregating $600 or 
$700. 
A ll of these have to be met, 
and Mr. B row n thinks it is about 


time retrenchment was commenced. 
“ I have voted for some of these 
lights, ” lie said to the D e m o c r a t , 
•‘ but when I realize that 1 have 
made a mistake I am willing to 
correct it. 
X ot all of the churches 
have lights at the city’s expense, 
and tiiere is probably some ground 
for the charge that favoritism has 
been shown. 
This item of lights 
will not figure up a very large sum, 
but it is worth saving and it should 
be saved, especially as we never 
should have granted the lights in 
the first place. ” 
Another matter that will come 
before the council tomorrow' night 
is a resolution abolishing the ceme­ 
tery 
fund. 
Instead 
of 
having 
money tied up there the intention 
is to have it go into the general 
expense fund, upon which there is 
always a demand. 
These are some 
of the things 
the “ fathers” will 
wrestle 
with 
tomorrow 
night, 
and 
it 
goes 
without saying that the meeting 
will be possessed of unusual in­ 
terest to every taxpayer of the city.

England is threatened with

The gold standard is proving too 
narrow even for the nation that 
has forced it upon others, as will 
be seen by the following from the 
London S ta tist: 
“ The 
Bank 
of 
England 
has 
raised the bank rate from 3 to 3^ 
per cent, and to 4^ per cent for 
short advances. 
“ There 
was 
some 
question 
whether the general rate should be 
put up to 4, but it was finally de­ 
cided that an advance of I per cent 
would be sufficient for the 
mo­ 
ment. 
This step was practically 
forced upon the bank by further 
heavy reductions in the reserves of 
the N ew Y o r k banks to t '1,000,- 
000. 
This 
reduction 
not 
only 
makes further gold shipments from 
the United States out of the ques­ 
tion, but brings London to face 
the possibility of N ew Y o rk tak­ 
ing money from Europe so soon as 
wheat begins to move freely. 
“ The continued outflow of cash 
into the country, the French com­ 
petition for gold in the London 
market, the inability of the Bank 
of England to obtain gold abroad 
to a greater extent than is neces­ 
sary to meet interior requirements 
and the ability of Japan to take 
gold aw ay if she requires it— these 
are all additional reasons for pro­ 
tecting the bank 
reserve. 
Since 
June 21 the reserve has declined 
by about £900,000. 
W ill the pres­ 
ent 
rate have to be further 
ad­ 
vanced.^ is the question. 
Last year 
at this date the reserve stood at 
more than £25,000,000. 
Then we 
were calling in money from Ger­ 
many, and the Laiited States was 
taking 
payment 
for wheat 
and 
cotton largely in securities. 
This 
vear we have no balances in Ger- 
many and may be unable to pa}^ 
the United States by selling stocks. 
Hence we must be prepared either 
to offer a discount rate sufficiently 
high to induce American banks to 
keep balances on this side or to 
send gold in payments for produce. 
W e may consequently witness a 5 
per cent rate here and a higher rate 
in Germany than last year.

The Woolen Mills Employes Re­ 
ceive This Sum. 


T H E P L A N T F I R S T - P L A S S . 


Purchase of hOJjOO Pi uiids of’ Wool 
to Run the Mills from March 
Until Christmas. 


A weekly payroll of .1225, almost 
^ 
every dollar of which is expended 
at home, means considerable to the 
business men of Sedalia, and that 
is what the woolen mills, owned by 
Cain Sc Hucthinson, have, this sum 
being paid out each Saturday night 
between March ist and ihe holi­ 
days every year. 
On June 29, last, the old engine 
at the plant collapsed utterly, and 
in consequence the mills were clos­ 
ed down until Wednesday of the 
past week, when work was resum­ 
ed with a force of twenty-five em­ 
ployes, about one-third of whom 
are females. 
During the suspension of opera­ 
tions a new 55-horse power engine 
was purchased in St. Louis, and 
Wednesday noon last it was placed 
in position, when once more the 
making of cloth was resumed. 
F ew o f the D e m o c r a t ’ s readers 
have anything like a fair concep­ 
tion of the extensive business car­ 
ried on by 
the 
Sedalia 
woolen 
mills. 
The plant was established on a 
small scale in 1870 by a Mr. H an­ 
cock, and has been operated suc­ 
cessfully since then. 
In the w in ­ 
ter of 18S3 the property was pur­ 
chased by R . F. and J. M. Cain 
and was operated by Cain Bros., 
beginning with the spring of 1SS4 
and continuing until the spring of 
1886. 
A t that time 
only about 
fifteen employes were on the pay 
roll, and James Ramsey was the 
only salesman on the road. 
In 1886 Mr. Bell Hutchinson be­ 
came financially interested in the 
mills, and Cain Bros. iC Hutchin- 
son w’as the style of the firm until 
the close of the season of 1^95. 
A t that time Mr. R . F. Cain 
withdrew, and since then the plant 
has been operated by J. M. Cain 
and Bell Hutchinson, each ow ning 
a one-half interest. 
Mr. Cain re­ 
mains at the mills to look after the 
business management, while Mr. 
Hutchinson puts in the most of the 
time on the road selling goods, for 
which there is a good demand in 
Missouri, 
Kansas, 
Indian 
terri­ 
tory, 
Oklahoma 
and 
Nebraska, 
with occasionally orders from In­ 
diana and Illinois, a large bill of 
goods being shipped to Decatur, 


111,, only last Friday. 
The output consists of blankets, 
flannels, ladies’ skirts, cassimeres, 
jeans, full cloth, linsey, stocking 
yarn and wool bats for comforts. 
In conversation with a 
repre­ 
sentative of the D e m o c r a t , yes­ 
terday, Mr. Cain 
said 
that 
the 
present season opened March ist 
and would continue until the holi­ 
days. 
T o run this length of time it will 
require 60,000 pounds of wool, all 
of which has been purchased at 
home this season,

“ C urre nt county expenditures do 
not, w e think , m ean county ex­ 
penditures for years other tha n the 
year for w hich the taxes are levied, 
and w arra nts issued in other years 
are not receivable in paym ent of 
taxes of any other year than tha t in 
w hich the w a rra nt is issued, unless 
there be an excess of revenue after 
paying 
current 
expenses 
of the 
county for such ye a r; then the ex­ 
cess m ay be applied to the paym ent 
of outsta nd ing w arra nts, as pre­ 
sented in the paym ent of county 
taxes, or they m ay be paid by the 
county treasurer out of any funds 
in his hands for tha t purpose .”

N e w 
Y o r k . July 15.— George 
M. Valentine, cashier of the M id­ 
dlesex County bank, of Perth A m ­ 
boy, N . J., has surrendered him­ 
self and is in jail. 
The president 
of the bank estimates the shortage 
at $125,000. 
The investigation of the bank's 
affairs began Monday, when V alen­ 
tine failed to 
appear, 
and tele­ 
phoned to his substitute that $7,900 
in bills, that could not be found, 
were in the cashier’s drawer. 
This 
was discovered to be untrne, and 
the cashier’ s 
father, 
Robert N. 
Valentine, was called to help find 


him. 
A detailed investigation of mat­ 
ters 
by 
President 
Watson 
and 
Robert N . Valentine showed that 
the cashier’ s checks and stubs did 
not correspond; that the checks 
called for more money than the 
stubs 
recorded, 
and 
that 
while 
taking the stub as the basis of ac­ 
counting, 
the 
bank’s 
finances 
would 
figure out 
all 
right, the 
checks would show that the bank 
had been drawing heavily on its 
N ew 
Y o r k 
correspondent, 
the 
Park National. 
The cashier, in fact, carried the 
accounts on the 
stubs 
and from 
them to the books correctly, but 
when the returns from the cashier’s 
checks came he pocketed the differ­ 
ence between 
the 
stub 
and the 
check. 
Four or 
five 
months 
of 
this method of 
financiering 
de­ 
pleted the bank’s reserve moneys 
and brought it to the verge of ruin. 
Then the cashier evidently secured 
a portion of the ready cash on hand 
and left Perth Am boy. 
Thursday night the determina­ 
tion to close the bank was reached, 
and Mr. Watson notified Chief of 
Police Burton and asked him to lo­ 
cate the missing cashier. 
V alen­ 
tine, who had been in N e w Y o rk 
City, returned to 
Perth 
Am boy 
from Woodbridge, accompanied by 
his counsel, Edward 
Savage,

He declined to go itito details of 
the shortage of the bank, except 
that he was very sorry that he got 
his friends into trouble, and that 
he felt very bad about his wife and 
children.
